Yet 
Lebanon still has a long way to go 
pefore overcoming the disasters 
of the past seven months of sec- 
tarlan fighting that have reported- 
jy claimed over 6,000 dead and 
more than 20,000 wounded as well 
as some $3.5b. in material 

mage. The drifting smoke of the 

pattles, the dobris of the ruin- 
ed buildings, and the task of bury- 
ing the dead overshadow efforts 
hy the Lebancse authorities to 
golve the crisis. 

All that those authorities 
appear to be doing Is tranquilliz- 
Ing the Lebanese with truce 
agreements and the establish- 
ment of “reconcillation'' and 
“eoordination'' committees. 
There is no evidence of any 
attempt to deal with the basic con- 
fliets which have condemned 
Lebanon to vicious factional war- 
fare on and off for the past five 
years, 

Hither deliberately or in- 
advertently, the Beirut 
authorities have avoided facing 
the facts of the situation by un- 
derplaying the frequent clashes, 
often attributing them to ‘‘in- 
dividual" incidents. It is tragic 
rather than comic that one official 
account of the latest round of fac- 
tional warfare stated that it was 
triggered by two Iraqi youths 
making a pass at a Christian 
Maronite girl. Another version 
was that it erupted when an arm- 
ed gang of Christian Maronites 
massacred a busioad of 
passengors identified at onc stage 
88 Moslems and at another as 
elements of the Patestine Libera- 
tlon Organization.

This produc- 
ed a rash of factional para- 
milltary formations, which in turn 
Jed inevitably to ‘'pre-emptive” 
clashes and escalated to a situa- 
tion in which every political 
leader was arming his own men in 
preparation for what was obvious- 
ly to come. 

This year's clashes started on 
April 18. The Chriatlans made an 
unequivocal demand that the PLO 
withdraw from Beirut and other 
populated areas and ins!sted on 
the restoration of Lebanese 
sovereignty over the country's 16 
refugee camps which are the 
PLO's major strongholds. The 
PLO had excercised autonomy 
over these camps since 1989, un- 
der a Cairo agreement for 
“Lebanese-Palestinian coopera- 
tion.'' Their reply to the Christian 
demands was to bring heavy 
weapons and artillery into action, 
thus triggering a similar move by 
their opponents. 

Reports from Beirut indicate 
that the various private armies in 
Lebanon now possess some half a 
million weapons, most of which 
were imported from Haatern 
Europe. 


THE VARIOUS WARB for 
different causes that we have 
been witnessing in Lebanon have

main militias, composed of at 
least 100,000 ‘enlisted men and 
50,000 auxiliaries. 

Added to the PLO, which 
reportedly maintains some 80,000 
men under arms in Lebanon 
alone, the militias obviously 
overshadow Lebanon's tiny state 
army of 15,000 men: who 
themselves have not remained un- 
affected by the political and goc- 
tarlan divisions within their aoun- 
try. . 
The militias in Lebanon can be 
divided into three major blocs:

NO-ONE COULD seriously 
believe that it is Israel's warnings 
against Syrian intervention that 
have kept Damascus from in- 
volving itself physically in 
Lebanon's current troubles. 
Although they aspire to a Greater 
Syria which would embrace: 
Lebanon and Jordan as well as 
Palestine," the Syrians are ob- 
viously not anxious to enter a 
jungle in. which they could find 
themselves in conflict with more 
than one of the warring herds. 
There are not only, for example, 
the Christiana who Insist on In- 
dependence, but also factions in 
the pay of her rival, Iraq, and 
probably others financed hy 
Libya, which longs for an Islamic 
Arab world rather than one 
modelled on the Syrian Ba'ath. 

At the moment it would seem 
that the only ones to profit from 
the Christian-Moslem strife In the - 
Lebanon are the partics of the left 
backing the PLO. But if that 
strife, with its mainly social and - 
economic basis, can be ended, 
the two religious communities are 
likely to combine Jn order to repel 
what one member of the Cedar 
Guard has called ‘'the strangers” 
who are undermining Lebanon's 
national unity. 

There are already signs that 
the Christians are feeling towards 
a rapprochement with the 
Moslems bocause they are coming 


‘to realize that it was probably a 


miatake to use the unwritten con- 
vention to monopolize 80 per cent 
of Lebanon's economic Ife.

THE WA NUDEL STORY 4 


For some years, Ida Nudel has been the guardian angel of Prisoners of Zion all over the Soviet Union. 
Recently the authorities have stepped up their harassment of her. SARAH HONIG talks to friends and , 
relatives who held a hunger strike and a demonstration on her behalf in Tel Aviv last week.

But I feel we should be 
able to provide all the repair 
facilities the flve-million-ton fleet 
requires,"' Mr. Schechterman told 
me. He noted that, far from in- 
creasing these facilities, the 
yard's repair activities have in 
fact drapped off in proportion to 
its general output, over the past 
few years, from 26 per cent to only 
15 per cent of hours worked. 

The reason for this lies in con- 
siderations of prestige: launching 
ships and misalle boats ia much 
more impressive than repairing 
vessels, It's also cleaner and 
easier work, and presents leas 
trouble as far as manpower Is con- 
cerned.

THERE ARE approximately 200 
quasi-judicial tribunals in Israel, 
Some of them exist on paper only, 
and most of them handle less than 
20 matters during the course of a 
year, In an effort to find a way of 
eliminating some of these 
tribunals and of exercising proper 
judicial and administrative con- 
trol over those whose existence is 
found to be essential, a special 
Commission was appointed seven 
years ago by the then Minister of 
Justice. 
This Commission, which was 
headed by Justice Moshe Landau, 
and consisted of District Court 
Judges, Hebrew University Law 
professors, the then Attorney 
General, Meir Shamgar, the 
Director-General of the Ministry 
of Justice, Zvi Terlo, Members of 
the Knesset and leading lawyers, 
has now submitted its report to 
the Minister of Justice.

THE VILLAGE centre dedicated 
one month ago at the unique 
Christian village of Nes Ammim 
was a milestone in an experimen- 
tal settlement which began 12 
years ago with a family living out 
of a bus on a patch of land between 
Acre and Naharlya. The bus is 
atill to be seen — but now in the 
company of modern, stucco fami- 
ly homes, gardens, ivocado 
fields, and 25 dunams of hothouse 
roses. Presiding over it all, at the 
highest point in the village, Is the 
new centre. The village pop- 
ulation: 100. 

The idea of Nes Ammim goes 
back at least to 1960, and a group 
formed by Christians from 
the Netherlands, Germany, 
Switzerland and the United 
States. In a radical re-thinking of 
relations between Christians and 
Jews which was spurred by the 
Holocaust and by the cstablish- 
ment of the State of Israel, they 
rejected the Idea and practice of 
Christian mission to the Jews. To 
express their solidarity with the 
people of Isracl, and to correct a 
long history of distortions and 
hostility, they decided to set up a 
collective Christlan settlement 
among kibbutzim and moshavim. 

Effectively, the project was 
born in the maternity ward of the 
Scottish Church Hospital in 
Tiberias. Johan Pilon was a Dutch 
doctor serving there when Shiomo 
Bezek, a kibbutanik from Ayelet 
Hashahar, came to visit his wife, 
who was in labour. They got to 
talking about a topic that con- 
cerned them both — and the even- 
tual result was Nes Ammim — 
“The Banner of the Nations." 

Tt was not an ensy birth. 


DR. PILON, until his death last 
July, was the driving foree be- 
hind the cstablishment of 
the settlement, and teday his 
widow and three of their five 
children are the only remaining 
family of the original settlers.

Despite its many difficulties, 
Nes Ammim has succeeded in set- 
ting up a viable community 
which, among other less tangible 
contributions, has given Israel a 
commercially profitable rose in- 
dustry. Two million roses ex- 
ported annually to the 
Netherlands bring in considerable 
forelgn currency. 

The idea of growing roses for 
export came from the Israeli 
Ministry of Agriculture, and the 
first hothouses were erected by a 
group of Dutch experta in 1966. 
The two countries invested equal- 
ly in the venture, and Nes Ammim 
teams have built similar 
hothouges on a commercial basis 
dn other parts of the country.

The sole justification for 
Israel wan its existence as a 
Jewlsh state — however varied 
the interpretations of 
"“Jewishness." It was not likely 
that Israel would abandon its 
Jewish character, but it should 
not become a Jewish ghetto; 
rather, it should encourage the 
reshaping of relationships with 
Christians, who, through Euro- 
pean culture, have deeply in- 
fluenced modern Jewish attitudes 
— despite, or because of, the 
traumatic experiences invojved.

EVERY TIME the price of elee- 
tricity goes up, the sun above us 
becomes a more attractive source 
of energy, especially for 
household hot water. Since I last 
wrote about solar heaters, nearly 
two years ago, the price of 
domestic electricity has doubled. 
The prices of both electric bollers 
and solar heaters have also doubl- 
ed. Sunshine, to the best of my 
knowledge, remains free. 

Ihave long been amazed at how 
little the Government does to cn- 


_ courage the maximum possible 


use of solar energy as an alter- 
native to precious petroleum. 1 
am happy to see that in recent 
weeks, several scientists have 
raised their volees In favour of 
harnessing sunshine. 

While we may still be far from 
sun-powered central heating (and 
even alr conditioning), !t would be 
reasonable to demand that every 
now bullding be required to have a 
Neatly prepared place on the roof 
for aun-heatera for hot water, with 
at least the pre-Inatallation space 
for pipes leading down to In- 
dividual flats. 

Theoretically, it would be possi- 
ble to build a central hot-water 
tyatem based on solar energy. So 
far as I know, none exists in an

THERE ARE two hasic parts toa 
solar heater for hot water: the 
black collector plates with thin 
pipes running through them which 
absorb the sun's rays and heat the 
water; and the storage tank. In 
addition, there is an auxillary 
electric device which heats the 
water on days when there is not 
sufficient sunshine. 
Unfortunately for the con- 
sumer, the Israel Institution of 
Standards has not yet come up 
with an official standard for the 
manufacture of sun-heaters. This 
makes it hard for the potential 
customer to find his way through 
the advertisements of dozens of 
companios which offer a sun- 
heater (dood shemesh) for sale. 


3 OLDEST and best-known 
manufacturer of solar heaters in 
Isracl is Miromit, whose full name 
ls Miromit Ashkelon Metal 
Produots Ltd. Its big solling point 
is its unique impregnated "‘selec- 
tive black coating" on the collec- 
tor plates, a process developed by 
Prof. Ζν! Tabor. The firm claims 
that this enables its heaters to 
work even on cloudy days by ab- 
sorbing the infra-red sun rays 
through the cloud cover. 

Miromit gives a 12-year 
guarantee on the selective 
coating, plus a six-year guarantee 
on the plates themselves. The 
Miromit storage tank, also 
guaranteed for six years, has 8 
thicker-than-usual four- 
millimetre wall for Insulation and 
the Interior is coated with ἃ non- 
rust material called “epoxy.” The 
electric booster is guaranteed for 
only one year. 

Socaine of the special coating, 
Miromit sunheaters are among 
the most expenalve on the market. 
A 120-litre tank with a single 
extra-large collector (re- 
Ἷ thres to four 
rsons) costs IL1,914 plus a! 
F400 tor installation for a: top 
floor fiat, and more for each floor 
‘downward. A 140-litre tank with 
two collectors coats J1L2,376 plus 
installation, and serves from five 
to seven persons.

TWO OTHER sun-heater 
manufacturers are particularly 
well-respected for the outatanding 
quality of their storage tanks. 
These are Amcor and Chromagen. 
Amcor, which makes both electric 
boilers and sun tanks, fashiona ita 
tanks with a single seam and lines 
them with enamel to prevent rust. 
As ἃ result, it gives an elght-year 
guarantee on the tank, but only a 
three-year guarantee on the 
collectors, 

Amcor Itself has just begun to 
make its own collectors, and these 
will be generally available on the 
market within a few months. The 
Amcor collectors — whether ita 
own or from its sub-agents — have 
a black coating on the plates, not 
impregnated, as have Miromit's. 
However, they are reputed to 
work “almost as well,'’ and coat 
much less to manufacture, With 
Amcor (or Chromagen) you are 
paying most of the price for the 
superior tank, rather than for the 
collectors. An Amcor sun-heater 
with a 120-litre tank and two collec- 
tor plates will run you IL.2,500 and 
up, including installation and 
removal of your old eleatric 
boiler. The firm has recently 
begun making bigger tanks as 
well.

Chromagen gives an 
eight-year guarantee on its tanks, 
three years on the collector 
plates, which it does not manufac- 
ture itself. 

A Chromagen 120-litre sun- 
heater costs IL2,580 to install for a 
top floor apartment under a flat 
roof, provided the necessary elec- 
trical installation exists: already. 
Tanks of 150 litres are a bit more 
expensive and a 200-litre tank with 
three collectors costa an extra 
IL1,000 or so. By comparison, 
Chromagen's electric water boiler 
costs ILi,080, where the electrical 
installation already exists. -

CULINARY NOTES

Viva la 
pasta 


IT WAS WITH trepidation that I at 
last tried the "new improved" 
spaghetti recently put on the 
market by Israel's largest 
producer of noodles. As I opened 


that all too often improvements 
are only a matter of packaging. 

To my delight, the new pasta 
proved to be everything it claimed 
to be. The noodles remained firm 
and chewable, with every strand 
separate. In honour of their ex- 
cellence, I prepared a sauce 
which, because of ita classic 
simplicity, would have bean unap- 
prociated in a sticky, gummy 
product. 

The sauce is prepared with 
whose first cousins, 
Rishuim fcourgettes or squash), 
are one of our most common 
vegetables. It is typleal of the 
straightforward country cooking 
in which every baby vegetable 
(peas, wild asparagus, onions) 
graces the pasta bowl. 


IN MAKING pasia alla zucchini, 1 
began with the sauce, which, sim- 
ple as It is, takes a few more 
minutes than the spaghetti itself. 
Choosing the youngest, freshest 
and most tender kishuim I could 
find in the market, I scrubbed 
about a kilo (for four people) and 
sliced them as thinly as possibile. 

T left them to atew, rather than 
fry, in a generous amount of olive 
oll. The addition of a judicious 
pinch of salt quickened the 
process and after about 20 


minutes (the time it took to boil 
the water and cook the pasta) the 
vegetables were almost liqulficd 
into an unctuous sauce. 


Into the furlously boiling water, 


I gently added the pasta and about 
two teaspoons of salt. I used 


spaghettini, or very fine noodles, 
following the Roman practice of 
allowing about 170 grams per per- 
son, but this proved to he far too 
much, and hardly left room for the 
main course which followed. 

Because of the fineness of the 
spaghettini, it was imperative to 
taste it every minute or so to see If 
it was done. When it was juat 
chewable (sad to say some Iike it 
softer), I quickly removed {t from 
the fire, drained it not too 
thoroughly in a colander, and 
served it with the sauce, a pat of 
butter, and a generous helping of 
freshly grated cheese.

AGGRESSION is the subject of a 
fascinating... and disquieting... 
exhibition of works that opened at 
the Jerusalem Artists House last 
Saturday. All the paintings and 
drawings are by mental patients 
at seven different Israel! 
hospitals; a few are from a 
private collection. 

The exhibits are not presented as 
works of art but as a demonatration of 
the role of spontaneous “‘art" exprea- 
sion in treatment and the organisers‘ 
claim that aggression Is essentially 
energy, an inherent quality exploited 
by the individual to overcome 
obstacles that prevent him from 
satisfying hia needs and fulfilling his 
full potential; and that it is not 
veceasarily negative (the show Is 
presented by the Israel Association of 
Paychodynamics in Art, the Chairman 
of which is Dr. M. Assacl of Ezrat 

*Nashim Hospital, Jerusalem). 

Aggression is also a way of making 
eontact. So is drawing. Mental 
patients often have difficulty making 
contact with the "outside" from which 
they have withdrawn, thus, 
deliberately perhaps, makin 
rehabllitalion more diffiéult.

THY FIRST time I saw Larry Rivers’ 
titanie 38-foot-long mural ‘'The 
History of the Ruasian Revolution:
